This decrease in the mortality rate 


for New York state was largely due 
to the decrease in the number ot 
deaths under fi ve years of age 
The

average mortality in this group dur- I 
ing the period 1919-1923 was 246 1 i 
Uer 100,000, while in 1924 the rate 
was 206.2—a decrease of 162 per' 
cent. 
" 


The infant death rate was the low- 


est in the history of the state—only 
«9 deaths for each 1,000 live births 
u-ecorded. This is 12.7 per cent low- 
er than the 1919-1923 average, and 
30 per cent lower than the rate for 
1915. 
Deaths from 'intestinal dis- 


eases among babies under two years 
of age were 700 less than in 1923, 
and 1,600 less than the average dur- 
ing 1919-1923. 
The drop was 44.2 


per cent and was due in part, accord- 
ing to Dr. Nlcoll, to the fact that milk i 
supplies are of better sanitary quality I 
than formerly.

Compared with the five-year aver 


age, there were increases indicated in 
cancer, diseases of the heart an 
blood vessels, appendicitis and ex 
ternal causes. While the number o 
accidental deaths shows a slight de 
crease from the 'number which oc 
curred in 1923—there were 917 more 
such deaths than the average for the 
period 1919-1923. This is an increase 
of 8.8 per cent. Deaths from automo- 
biles while declining from 2,042 in 
1923 to 1987 for 1924, rose, from 
five-year average of 1656, resulting in 
a 16.6 per cent increase in the rate.

tuberculosis "clinics and dispensaries 
of the state department of health in 
his last wwik's radio broadcast from 
Station WOY. Schenectady. 


Dr. Plunkett spoke on "The Pub- 


lic's 
Duty 
Toward Tuberculosis." 


More modern and effective methods of 
carrying OB the war against this dis- 
ease are d«rls«d each year, and the 
doctor believes that this alone Is en- 
couraging for tho future. 


"Few of us," said Dr. Plunkett

from 
the crusade 


against tuberculosis', but 
many are 


indifferent about helping to bring 
about better conditions. It is to b« 
regretted that some people are ac- 
tively opposed to any measure which 
will help to exterminate this dreaded 
scourge.

Good Ground Connection 


I* of Great Importance 


A good ground connection Is vital 


to the best operation of the radio re- 
ceiver. 
On crystal sets, where the 


amount of energy employed Is small, 
the additional volume resulting from 
the use of a good ground or several 
good grounds Is readily noticeable. 
The Increase in volume with tube sets 
Is not so pronounced, but the range 
of the receiver improves as the effi- 
ciency of the ground connection is in- 
creased. 


The best ground connection Is made 


by connecting'to the cold water pipes. 
or to a pipe or Iron rod driven into the 
ground until it reaches moist soil. In 
either ease the connection between the 
ground wire from the set and the metal 
of the pipe Is of utmost importance. 
Simply wrapping the wire around the 
pipe is a makeshift.
